IQUOR REVENUE _ 

RECEIPTS HIGHEST. 


A. PF. DAT WIRE.) 

WASHINGTON, June 19.—High 
tide of whisky and beer revenue re- 
ceipts — and presumably consump- 
tion—in the United States was 
reached in the fiscal year now clos- 
ling. The cigarette smokers of the 
ination, figures show, also smoked 
more than they have ever smoked 
before. 

Ordinary internal revenue re- 
ceipts, composed chiefly of taxes on 
whisky, beer and tobacco, were 
424,827,463 so far this year, com- 
pared with $365,126,544 last year. 
Gauged by revenue receipts, the 
present year probably will go down 
in history as the banner year of the 
liquor traffic. 

Revenue collected on whisky thus 
far in the fiscal year is approxi- 
mately $178,000,000, a record for 
any year, although the current fiscal 
year still has eleven days. 

Ord receipts still are pouring 
in, more than $1,000,000 a day. At 
$1.10 per gallon 
these figures mean that taxes have 
been paid on about 154,000,000 gal- 
lons. This exceeds by 11,000,000 
gallons the record of the next high- 
est year, 1913. Part of these heavy 
receipts is accounted for, however, 
by heavy withdrawals from bonded 
warehouses in the face of the 100 
per cent. increase in taxes contem- 
plated in the war revenue bill. More 
than $6,000,000 increase is attribu- 
ted to this cause. Withdrawals have 
not been so heavy since April.. Rev- 
enue from beer is about $94,000,000, 
a little less than the revenue reo- 
ords of 1914, when approximately 
66,000,000 barrales, taxable at 81.80 
per barrel, were consumed.

EW BRUNSWICK (N. J.) June

William J. Condon, one of the lead- 

ing physicians, and a power in local 

Politics, was charged with the mur- 

der of John V. Piper, Rutgers Col- 

lege student, whose body was found 


last Saturday. 

Dr. Condon, who is a captain in 
the United States Army Medical Re- 
serve Corps, and who served the 
army as assistant surgeon in the 
Philippines and Japan until he was 
retired with honor in 1902, left here 
last Saturday for the military train- 
ing camp at Chattanooga, Tenn., 
where the Second New Jersey Infan- 
try. of which he is surgeon, is en- 
camped. He was arrested there by 
the military authorities today to 
await the arrival of New Jersey de- 
tectives. 

YOUNG STUDENT. 

Piper, the murdered man, was a 
graduate of the University of Ver-

and the father of two children. He 


came here with his family early in 
the present year and took up a post 


graduate course at Rutgers. To eke

On the evening of February 17, he 
left to make his round of furnaces, 
telling his wife he would be back 
in half an hour. He failed to return. 
Neighbors of Dr. Condon told the 
authorities of hearing what they 
thought was the report of a re- 
volver, but investigation ied no- 
where, and Piper's disappearance 
became a local mystery until his 
body was discovered last Saturday 
morning by two road menders on 
the border of the Spotswoods. 

The body was pierced through the 
left breast and in the lungs a 
.82-caliber bullet was embedded. 

An overcoat, which was buttoned 
around the corpse, showed no bul- 
let hole. Recognition of the student 
was impossible, natural decomposi- 


tion having been accelerated by the 
action of lime, with which the body 


was covered. A .32-caliber revolver, 
with one chamber disc 
and initialed trinkets were found in 
the murdered man’s pockets. The 
rings and trinkets made identifica- 
tion possible. 

Following the discovery of the 
body, Allison Wellington, a negro 
who had done odd jobs around the 
Condon home, told Prosecutor Jos- 
eph E. Stricker the story which re- 
sulted in Condon being charged with 
the murder. Wellington declared 
that two days a 
peared he entered the Condon cel- 
lar and smelled decomposing flesh. 
Seeking the source, he declared he 
found a body in the corner of the 
cellar and fied from the place. He 
told a préminent New Brunswick 
attorney of his discovery, he said 
(and this was confirmed) and, with 
a detective had returned to the cel- 
lar. The detective had not entered, 
the negro said, but waited outside 
while he, the negro, re-entered and 
found the body gone.

question of prospective food sup- 
Plies. “The real question,” he said 
in a prepared statement preliminary 
to natorial] questioning, 
whether the shortage will continue 
next year and what will be the needs 
of the Allies and America. Despite 


the reduced consumption of the 
Allies they will require larger 
amounts of cereals next year than 


ever before. The Allies are more 
isolated in food sources. It takes 
three times the tonnage and double 
the trouble to get Australian wheat. 
Crop failures in the Argentine give 
no hope of relief from there before 
next spring. 

“The Allies are dependent upon 
North America for the vast major- 
ity of their food imports. We 
should be able to supply 60 — 
cent. of what they require. he 
other 40 cent. must be made up 
by fur denial on their part and 
saving on ours. We can increase 
our surplus. The situation for them 
next year means increased privation. 
Without an adequate food supply no 
European population will continue 
to fight and we shall find ourselves 
alone against Germany. 

“The Russian revolution was a 
food riot and even yet that ally is 
temporarily paral _ Responsi- 
bility rests on our government for 
failure of democracy through a 
shortage of food.” 

Turning to domestic conditions, 
Mr. Hoover said this country had 
been experiencing “unprecedented 
prices and rampant speculation,” 
citing how middlemen and all other 

rsons in the distribution processes 

ve been purchasing increasing 
supplies to avert individual short- 


ages. 
THE CANNING TRADE. 

Mr. Hoover cited the canning 
trade as an example where the en- 
tire output of vegetables and fish 
for 1917 has been disposed of al- 
ready before it has even reached 
the canners. He predicted further 
high prices. Thousands of men, he 
said, who heretofore have never 
owned a doliar’s worth of focdstuff 
are now epeculating in ties. 

“The average prices to the con- 
sumers in countries where food ad- 
ministration is now in effect are 
lower than those now prevailing in 
the United States,” he said. In 
England the price of bread is even 
25 per cent. below the price we pay. 
I believe that unless some adminis- 
tration of our food is taken we will 
look back at these prices as being 
moderate.” 

Mr. Hoover denied that the Dill 
establishes a food dictatorship. He 
characterized the purposes of food 
administration as to mobilize the 
people in order to carry out the ad- 
vice given them by the government 
officials and to decentralize the 
functions of the administration in 
order to centralize the functions of 
the food administration into the va- 
rious States. 

A commission to take charge of 
production and distribution of flour, 
and possibly a few other 
principal commodities, Mr. Hoover

The act will be administered by 
an export council made up of rep- 
resentatives of the State, War, Navy 
and Commerce departments, the 
food administrators and others to 
be selected by the State and Com- 
merce departments. Administrative 
details will be handled by the Bu- 
reau of Foreign and Domestic Com- 
merce, which will be enlarged by the 
addition of an export licensing di- 
vision. 

Matters of international conse- 
quence will be decided by the State 
Department. Food questions will be 
left to the food administration. Coal 
and wheat will be the first two com- 
modities to come under operation of 
the act, and a Presidential procia-

mation specifying these two prob 


ably will accompany the executive 
order. 

Heavy grain purchases by Euro- 
pean neutrals, it was said tonight, 
influenced the government to hasten 
putting the export control act into 
operation. Alarmed at prospects that 
the United States was preparing to 
exercise the strictest supervision 
over food shipments, the neutrals, 
it is declared, have gone into the 
American wheat market and ob- 
tained contracts for enormous quan- 
tities of the cereal. Most of this 
now probably will never leave the 
country, and if the food bills pass 
the purchasers can be forced to dis- 
gorge their holdings under the em- 
bargo clause. 

The Allies, who have discontinued 
grain purchases for the time being, 
awaiting the outcome of the food 
export and control legislation, have 
grown more and more impatient, 
it is declared, at the continued neu- 
tral buying. The heavy Allied buy- 
ing in the spring has been blamed 
in large measure for the high prices 
to which May wheat went. 

Under a programme that probably 
will be adopted by the government 
America will supply itself first out 
of American products, the Allies 
will be taken care of next and the 
neutrals will be considered last.

OMEN PROTEST 
OVER WAR WORK. 


While Garment Employees in 
New York are Idle, Contracts are 
Going to Cities Which are Al- 
ready Overburdened, Secretary 
of War Baker is Informed. —

WASHINGTON, June 19.—A pro- 
test charging that war has resulted 
in the exploitation of work- 
ers on government contracts and the 
violdtion of labor standards in gov- 
ernment departments was presented 
to White House officials and several 
Cabinet members today by a com- 
mittee of the National Women's 
Trade Union League. 

The committee told Secretary Tu- 
multy and Secretary Baker that 
while many garment workers in New 
York are idle, contracts for uni- 
forms and other supplies are going 
to cities whose labor resources al- 
ready are overburdened. To Secre- 
tary McAdoo they complained’ that 
several hundred employees of the 
Bureau of Printing Engraving 
and the Government inting Offie, 
including many women, are working 
“excessive overtime, amounting to 
twelve hours a day and seven days 
a week,” while the civil service 
rosters are filled with names of 
eligibles enough to make overtime 
entirely unnecessary.

Dr. F. A. Somner of Hollywood, 
secretary of the National Security 
League organized two years ago in 
the national preparedness plan, was 
cited to appear before Judge Wood 
yesterday.on a charge of perjury.

WHERE, WHEN, WHY AND HOW 
MUCH OF THE HOT WEATHER. 


HE temperature probably will hover up around the 100-deg. mark 
today, after which a gradual return to cooler weather may be looked 
for, according to Dr. Ford A. Carpenter, meteorologist of the United 

States Weather Bureau in this city. Meteorological conditions, which have 
been much disturbed for the past week, are gradually righting themselves 
and normal temperatures probably will prevail after today. 

The heat wave of last week has been general throughout the United 
States and Europe, reaching its maximum intensity from normal causes 
last Sunday at Needles, where 120 deg. was registered. The causes that

ere the existence of a field of high pressure, which cleared the skies in 
Oregon and Washington, in conjunction with a low area over the Valley 
ot the Colorado, which brought about a period of high temperature in 
California and all along the southern and southwestern part of the coun- 
tr} from the Atlantic to the Pacific. , 4 
The appearance of this area of high pressure, first in the extreme 
northwest, later assuming a ridge formation to the southeast, coming in 
contact with the area of low pressure that remained practically station- 
ary in the southwest, set ip a condition of compression similar to the 
action of a piston on the gasoline vapor that enters the cylinder of an 
automobile engine. This pressure operates to raise the temperature im- 


mediately, and the weather becomes the hottest during the short period 
when this compression is the greatest. 

One of the notable freaks of this peculiar meteorological condition 
was the sudden drop of the temperature of Thursday from 100 deg. to 
70 deg. within the period of a few minutes. This is accounted for by 
the fact that a sudden wave of wind that swept in like a giant comber 
forced an entrance into the bank of intense heat and relieved the pres-

waiting to be killed. Municipal 
money, each city issuing its own le- 
gal tender, good only within 4 cer- 
tain environment, is an interesting 
lesson in finance. Amulets and an 
identification tag taken from sround 
the neck of the dead French soldier 
arouse romantic interest. The offi- 
cial fag of the American ambu- 
lance should do its share to- 
ward accomplishing the object for 
which the window is placed— that 
of calling attention to the week de- 
voted to raising the great fund for 
Red Cross work.
